any person without license, and require daily re-
ports of aay sales made, verified by affidavits, to be
made by every auctioneer to the municipal clerk,
and require sufficient bonds from the licensee for
compliance with any such ordinance, and require
the payment of a license fee of not less than ten
nor more than twenty -five dollars per day, or
when fixed by the year, not less than fifty nor
more than three hundred dollars per year, in ad-
dition to any percentage they may fix, not less
than ten nor more than twenty per centum upon
the gross amount of sales made; but they shall
not require the payment of any duty in the cases
excepted in section 1585.
